BURNING THE BARN FOR THE HORSE 
The issue in the heavily criticized McKellar b ill 
that critics do not usually mention is the perfectly 
natural desire of many legislators for more authority 
to go with the responsib ility for questionab le indi­ 
viduals in government. It is the same issue that has 
come b efore the house in the form of proposed legls 
lation to withhold money for payment of salaries to 
certain individuals. 
The house is trying to work 
through its authority over money, while the senate 
is trying » o use ite authority over appointments. 
In b oth instances, however, the remedy la like 
b urning the b arn to get the horse out. It #ould b e 
infinitely b etter if the 
appointments 
that 
have 
angered congiessmen to the point of discussing such 
ex treme remedies had not b een made in the first 
place, or, having had such a b ad effect, were to b e 
withdrawn. The McKellar b ill, with its b road auth­ 
ority over appointments at the policy-making level, 
would §0 sub ject to political ab use that might give 
congress a b lack eye It doesn't want and can't afford 
to have. 
In all prob ab ility, a simple promise b y Mr. Roose­ 
velt not t*> continue to load up government offices 
with officials whose doctrines cannot stand critical 
ex amination would clear the air. Instead of b laming 
congress for doing something questionab le, it would 
b e more sensib le to seek the questionab le provocation 
for whait is ob viously a last-resort method of dealing 
with a long-continued annoyance.
